WASHINGTON, May 8.—At the cabinet meet- 
ing to-morrow the appointment of James At- 
kins as judge of the northern district of 
Georgia will probably be determined on. Mr. 
Atkins was several days ago positively 
assured of his appointment. The 
president, disregarding the overwhelming 
recommendations in favor of Judge McCoy, is 
said to place his refusal fo appoint him on 
the ground of his age, asserting that it is 
against the policy of the government to 
appoint men so advanced in life 
to the bench. This is the 
merest pretext. Mr. Atkins was urged 
by the syndicate, of which he isa prominent 
member, and -his want of qualification was 
not considered for one moment, It is only 
another act in the game of disposing of affairs 
in Georgia, and nothing could have swerved 
Arthur from it.

COURT LEGISLATION. 


An Investigating Committee—A Slaggish De bate. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—In the senate the 
president pro tem submitted a resolution de- 
claring it to be the duty of the government to 
demand the speedy trial and . unconditional 
release of American citizens imprisoned in 
Ireland. Referred to the committee on for- 
eign relations. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Sewell, of 
New Jersey, similar to the one offered in the 
house restoring Fitz John Porter to the army. 
The bill, with a long memorial which accom- 
panied it, was referred to the military com- 
mittee. 


A WASTE OF MONEY. 

Mr. Morrill, chairman of the committee on 
public buildings, reported an original bill ap- 
propriating $300,000 to erect an extension of 
ihe executive mansion on the south of the 
present structure of equal and similar exte- 
rior character, connected therewith by a cor- 
ridor. The bill creates a commission, consist- 
ing of the president and the secretary of the 
treasury and interior, under whose direction 
the expenditure is to be made and the work 
conducted. Calendar. 

AN INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Windom, Mr. Hawley, Mr. Harrison, 
Mr. Cockrell and Mr. Pugh were constituted 
the committee of investigation concerning 
the allegations of corruption in connection 
with the bonded distilled spirits bill. 

AS TO FEDERAL COURTS, 

By Mr. Morgan, to expedite the administra- 
tion of justice in the supreme court of the 
United States, requiring the court at each 
term io divide itself for the hearing and de- 
cision of causes, into two or more sections, 
four justices to constitute a quorum of the 
court, and of each of the sections, 

By Mr. Butler, prescribing the manner of 
instituting criminal proceedingsin the United 
States courts. It provides that all criminal 
cases in the United States courts, except reve- 
nue cases and causes of admiralty and mara- 
timejjurisdiction, shall be instituted and prose- 
euted by indictment on the presentment of a 
grand jury auly, drawn and regularly impan- 
neiled according to law. Referred to judicia- 
ry committee. 

The house tariff commission bill 
was submitted, and after a 
short discussion went to the calendar. The 
court of appeals bill came up as regular or- 
der, the pending question being on Mr. Jonas’s 
amendment in the nature of a substitute. 
Mr. Jonas accepted a modification by Mr. 
Garland, and then the whole amendment was 
voted down—ayes 21, nays 2/—a party vote, 
with Mr. Davis, of Illinois, voting with the 
republicans. The current of debate that fol- 
lowed was more than usually sluggish, the 
points suggested being as to the standing and 
capacity of the district court judges, and the 
propriety of making the findings of the ap- 
pellate court conclusive as to questions of 
tact, instead of allowing these to remain ap- 
pealable to the supreme court. Mr. Morgan’s 
motion was lost—yeas 20, nays 32. Several 
other motions toamend were negatived by 
like votes, and without final action on the 
bill the senate went into executive session 
and adjourned. 
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OUR AGRICULTURE. 


An Effert to Make It a Subject of Executive Govern- 
ment. 

WasuHInGTON, May 8.—In the house Mr. 
Kasson, of Iowa, offered a resolution granting 
leave to the committee on ways and means to 
sit during the recess of congress at such time 
and places as it may determine, and instruct- 
ing that committee to assemble in Washing- 
ton for the preparation of revenue bills on 
the second Tuesday in November next. Re- 
ferred. 

ARCTIC EXPLORATIONS. 

Among the bills introduced under the call 
of the states was one by Mr. Calkins, of Indi- 
ana, to aid in making further Arctic explora- 
tions, and detailing Master Lucin Young as 
commander of the expedition. It authorizes 
the secretary of the navy to _ pur- 
chase a vessel of proper size 
and structure for the expedition at a cost not 
of exceeding $50,000, and appropriates $100,- 
000 for the expenses of the expedition. By 
Mr. Upson, of ‘Texas—Authorizing the con- 
struction of a bridge across the Rio Grande, 
betwe2n El Paso, Texas, and Paso Vel Norte, 
Mexico. 

THE RELIEF OF FITZ JOHN PORTER, 

By Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin—For the relief 
of Fitz John Porter. It authorizes the presi- 
dent, ‘‘in order that justice may be done to 
said Fitz John Porter, to appoint Fitz John 
Porter, late major general of U. S. volunteers, 
brevet brigadier general and colonel of the 
army, to the position of colonel in the army 
of the United States, of the same gradefand 
rank held by him at the time of his dismfssal 
from the army by sentence of court martial, 
and in his discretion to place him on the 
retired list of the army as of that grade. By 
Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana, to prevent the eva- 
sion of existing custom duties on sugar. By 
Mr. Finly, to authorize the “Sanford” and 
Indian River Railway Company to construct 
a bridge across the St. John’s river in Florida, 
and to establish it as a post-road. By Mr. 
Scales, providing that the homestead and per- 
sonal property exemption, as provided for 
under the law of each state, shall not be 
liable to execution on judgment obtained on 


any claim due the United States. 
A NEW DEPARTMENT PROPOSED.

COW ART CONVICTED 


By a Drunken Jury, aud Gonnted a New Trial by the 
‘o 


urt. : 


DAwvas, Texas, May 8.—Argument closed 
at 7 p.m. on Friday in the case cf the state ys. 
R, E. Cowart, charged with the murder of J, 
M. Thurmond onthe 14th of March, 188235 
The jury was charged by Judge Aldrige and: 
took the case under consideration at 6:30. At’ 
11 o'clock that night they reported they were 
unable to agree and were put in custody of an. 
officer and court adjourned till 6 a.m. Satur-+4 
day. The court house has been crowded all 
week and the air has been full of rumors of 
serious trouble from the friends of Jud 
Thurmond, many predicting that Cowarta 
will be killed if acquitted. 
and to insure the preservation of the peace 
Sheriff Jones had a a force of deputies and 
special officers, aided by a portion of the city 
police on duty atthe court house, and the 
strictest watch was kept. 

SEVEN YEARS IN PENITENTIARY. 

The jury laterin the day rendered a ver- 
dict of guilty of manslaughter, and Cowart 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for seven 
years. The verdict created almost universal 
surprise, as the testimony was exceedingly 
favorable to the prisoner, and tended-to show 
a clear case of self-defense and public senti- 
ment was alirost solid in his favor. 

A DRUNKEN JURY. 

The great sensation of the day was the pub- 
lication in the Morning Herald that part of 
the jury were drunk last night, and not delib- 
erating on the case. The jury swore to the 
court that the charges were false and Judge 
Aldridge fined the Herald proprietors $100. 

Reporters to-day investigated the matter 
and succeeded in tracing three bottles of 
whisky to different jurymen. The publica- 
tion of developments in the Evening Times 
and its bitter criticism of the jury adds to the 
interest of the sensation and does not favor- 
ably impress the public mind towards the 
jury. The latter propose to sue the Herald 
for libel. Mr. J. P. Smith, the Herald repor- 
ter, is positive about part of the jury veing 
drunk, and says he gotinan adjoining room 
and evesdropped the jury after having heard 
the damaging rumors. 

A NEW TRIAL GRANTED. 

Cowart’s counsel moved for a new trial, 
which was sustained and a new trial granted 
on the ground that the verdict was not in ac- 
cordance with the evidence. The audience 
attempted to applaud,but were suppressed by 
the court. 

HOW TO MAKE A VERDICT. 

GALVESTON, May 8.—The News’ Dallas 
special says: The jury in the case of R, E. 
Cowart fo: killing J. M. Thurmond, @x-mayor 
and prominent lawyer in the court room 
about two months ago, arrived at a verdict.by 
adding the number of years each juror 
thought the prisoner should serve and divid- 
ing the same by 12. Cowart was sentenced 
to two years. 


SIGNING OF THE CHINESE BILL. 


Mason’s Sentence Upheld by the Supreme Court— 
Confirmations. 

Wasninoton, May 8.—The Chinese bill was 
to-day signed by the president. 

THE GUITEAU BILL OF EXCEPTIONS. 

The hearing of argument on the Guiteau 
bill of exceptions before the district supreme 
court in banc was set for to-day, but went 
over till to-morrow, because Judge McArthur 
was otherwise engaged and could not attend. 

7 ADVERSE TO MASON. 

A decision was rendered by the supreme 
court of the United States, this afternoon, in 
the case of Sergeant John A. Mason, peti- 
tioner, upon application for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The court, in a carefully prepared 
opinion by the chief justice, decided that the 
court martial had full jurisdiction to try 
Mason for the offense charged, that its pro- 
ceedings were all within its proper jurisdic- 
tion, and that the sentence pronounced was 
not in excess of its power. The petition fora 
writ of habeas corpus is, therefore, denied and 
the rule to show cause discharged. 

CONFIRMATiONS, 

The senate to-day confirmed as postmasters: 
Jobn C. Pulleran, Clarkville, Miss.; James 
W. Flanagan, Langrier, Texas. The nomina- 
tion of Temple C. Byrne as postmaster of Ter- 
rell, Texas, was rejected. 

BLAIR ON BLAINE. 

In the examination of Senator Blair before 
the foreign relations committee to-day, he 
was asked: 

“Did you see anything in the conduct of 
Mr. Blaine. in his management of the state 
department, that indicated that he was act- 
ing from any selfish motive of pecuniary 
gain or political advantage, or from any per- 
sonal motive?” : 

Answer: ‘‘I saw nothing personal or selfish. 
I never knew anything more_pure and up- 
right, and patriotic than Mr. Blaine’s man- 
avement of the state department. 


A DOUBLE KILLING. 


A Virginia Murderer on Trial fer His Atrocious Crime. 

Pererspurc, May 8.—The county court of 
Northampton has been engaged during the 
past week in the trial of Emmet Claude, col- 
ored, for the murder of John Murrel and Wil- 
liam Glover, of that county, on the 23d of last 
December. The case was given tothe jury 
last Saturday, and the verdict is awaited with 
much interest. 

THE NATURE OF THE MURDER. 

This was one of the most brutal murders 
ever committed *in this state. Murrell was 
knocked on the head with an ax from behind 
and instantly killed, while Glover was shot 
while rising from his seat. Aftercommitting 
the double murder Claude set fire to the 
store in which the crime was committed. 
Strong threats were made at the time of 
lynching the cuiprit. 


Desperate Fight With a Panther. 

WHEELING, W. ¥a., May 8.—Last night Samuel H. 
Crayton and John A. Burton, traveling sgiesmen 
for houses in this city, while riding on a buck-board 
from Kingwood to Cannelton, were attacked by an 
enormous panther. The animal was in atree by 
the roadside, from which it leaped, fastening in 
the horses. Crayton struck it over the head 
with a whip, when it turned and sprang at him, 
catching on the dashboard. In the meantime, Bur 
ton had jumped from the buggy. and seizing a 
yiece of rail, struck the trute over the head, felling 
itto theearth. Recovering, it dashed at him, catch- 
ing his left arm in its teeth, and fixing its claws in 
his leg, but Clayton having secured a club, came to 
his relief, and the animal was beaten off. Barton's 
arm is badly lacerated, and the horse seriously in

THE FINDI OF THE BODY AND 
THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 


The Crowds in the Park Uneonscious of the Tragedy 
Taking Place--The Suspicicus Looking Stranger 
—The Cabman Murdered to Keep His 
Mouth Ci ~Ap Important Arrest.

THE APPEARANCE OF THE BODIES, 


Mr. Burke was found with his throat cut 
akmost from-ear to ear, and his hands bore 
marks. indicating that he had a fierce and 

iened encounter. One of the wounds of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish was a dagger thrust, 
which penetrated his right lung, and his right 
arm. was smashed to pulp. Many of the 
woundson both bodies were such as must 
have been immediately fatal. The persons 
who found the bodies were detained by the 
police. Earl Spencer, to whom the news was 
first broken by Colonel Caulfield, was terri- 
bly shocked.

The victims of the tragedy are laid out on 
beds in the H6spital just as they were brought 
in.’ The hospital surgeon states that he felt a 
slight pulsation in Mr. burke’s body when he 
first saw it. 

~. PRECAUTIONS FOR DISCOVERY. 

Telegrams were immediately sent to all 
police statifns in Treland and Great Britain 
giving information of the murder. Orders 
have been issued that all boats from Ireland | 
be searchéd for the assassins. 

The face of Lord Frederick Cavendish, as 
he lies dea® in the hospital, is calm and 
peaceful. Mr. Burke’s countenance has a 
look of great agony. Captain Ross, late secre- 
tary of Mr. Forster, has gone with a special 
report and as: the representative of Karl 
Spencer to Loittdon. Mr. Burke’s sister has 
become quite hysterical: and weak. The re- 
port that she and Mr. Burke’s brother were 
missing had no foundation.

Twenty ja had 
been summoned over-night, and all answered 
to their names except two... The jury. con- 
sisted of gentlemen. The mountéd pelice 
occupied the hospital yard. There was a large 
crowd of people outside. Mr. Whyte; the 
city coroner, said he summoned the jury’ to 
meet on Sunday in order that the’ remains 
might be removed at once. . He deelared that 
language was inadequate toexpress the horror 
and shame which all must feel. After the 
jury had viewed the bodies the coroner 
stated that the cause of death was quite appa- 
rent, but that he would adjourn the inquest 
until Monday for formal evidence. The mur- 
der must have been visible from the windows 
of the vice-regal lodge. It is said that Earl 
Spencer himself saw the scuffle from his bed- 
room window, but the police are unable to 
youch for the accuracy of the rumor. 

GOOD RESOLUTIONS THWARTED. 

The Irish Times says that Karl Spencer had 
arranged on Saturday, to release ail the sus- 
pects except eighty on Tuesday. Shutters 
are up on all business houses in Dublin. 

THE TRAGEDY MADE PERFECT. 

It is rumored that the driver of the car 
which took the assassins to and from Phenix 
Park, was murdered by them to prevent their 
discovery, and that his body has been found 
in the chapel yard. 

atl ONE OF THE FIEND3 ARRESTED, 

A man named Charles Moore was arrested 
on suspicion at Maynooth last evening. He 
had traveled by the to’clock train from Dublin. 
He stated that he had intended to go to Long- 
ford, but feeling ill had taken a ticket for 
Maynooth. He almost fainted when he was 
arrested. He returned from America last 
Friday. He answers the description of one of 
the murderers, and hus marks on his face. He 
was formerly in the army. Moore has been 
brought to Dublin for identification. 
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IRISH OPINION EXPRESSED. 


An Unfortunate Thing for Ireland—The Act Repu- 
diated. 

Lonvon, May 8.—The reporters of the press 
association have had interviews with Messrs. 
Parnell and Davitton the subject of the as- 
sassination. Mr. Parnell said: ‘I am horri- 
tied more than I can express. This is one of 
the most atrocious crimes ever committed. 
Its etfect will mosttertainly be most damag- 
ing to the interests of the Irish people. I 
have always found Lord Frederick Covendish 
to be a~most amiable gentlemen, painstaking 
and strictly consciéntious in the fulfillment 
of his official duties. I did not share the dis- 
appointment expressed in the liberal Irish 
circle regarding his appointment, asI antici- 
pated that the principle reforms during the 
present session, such as the land 
act, would be under Mr. Gladstone's 
personal supervision, and I[ believed that the 
administration of the reforms would be some- 
what postponed. I can’t conceive that any 
section of the people of Ireland could have 
plotted delibe-ately against the life of Lord 
Cavendish, and I am surprised that the Dub- 
lin police, who had been able to protect Mr. 
Forster,should apparently not have taken any 
steps to watch over his successor during the 
few hours of his official life in Ireland, 
There seems to be an unhappy destiny presid- 
ing over Ireland, which always comes at the 
moment there seems some chance for the 
country, to destroy the hopes of her best 
friends. The people of Ireland wiil take im- 
mediate and practical steps to express their 
sympathy with Mr. Gladstone in his most 
painful position. : 

. HOSTILE DEMONSTRATIONS. 

There have been hostile manifestations in 
London against Mr. Davitt and several of the 
released suspects staying at Westminster pul- 
ace hotel. Une respectably dressed person 
had to be forcibly removed from the hotel. 
These manifestations are merely an index ot. 
the public feeling. Nothing serious-has o¢- 


sorts generally is in favorof some kind of 
martial law.. 
WHAT DAVITT SAYS. 

Mr. Davitt said: ‘‘No language I can possi- 
bly command can expressthe horror with 
which I regard the murders, or my despair 
at their consequence. hen I heard 
of them on Saturday night, I could 
not credit the news. I grieve to think that 
when the government had just run the risk 
in introducing a new policy and everythin 
seemed bright and hopeful, when all exnecion 
the outrages to cease, that this terrible event 
should dash eur hopes. I wish to vod I had 
never left Portland. The crime was without 
amotive. Itwas not only the most fatal 
blow that has ever been struck at the 
land league, but one of the most 


Alisastrous blows which have been sustained 


by the.national cause during the last century. 


Its occurrence at this particular juncture 


seems like a terrible destiny. My only hope 
is that the assassins may be discovered and 
“ong as they deserve. It is wonderful 
10ow the outrage could occur within a few 
hundred yards of the constabulary depot. 

| MR. DILLON’S DESPAIR. . 

Mr. Dillon, in an interview, said he deeply 
deplored the sorrowful tidings. He fully con- 
curred in the opinions on the outrage ex- 
pressed by Messrs. Parneil and Davitt. 

MR, SEXTON SPEAKS, 

Mr. Sexton said: “I am bewildered and 
horrified. I regarded Lord Fred Cavendish 
asan amiable and pains-taking gentleman. 
He was certainly considered a capable ad- 
ministrator. The first feeling of the appoint- 
ment of Lord Cavendish was undoubtedly one 
of disappointment, but it began to be gradu- 
ally understood that Mr. Gladstone sent him 
to Ireland to have the advantage of the ser- 
vice of one with whom he had long worked, 
thereby enabling him to apply his own will 
more treely to Irish difficulties. There is no 
reason to believe that there was the slightest 
personal feeling against Lord Cavendish in 
any political quarter of Ireland. I can’t help 
surmising that he must have been 
mistaken by the murderers for some one 
else. .Mr. Burke had _ been connected 
with the castle for many years. Public feel- 
ing from time to time identified him with 
many harsh measures, but well informed per- 
sons have always held that Mr. Burke contined 
himself rigorously to his duties. He was 
rather averse than otherwise to concerning 
himself with political matters. He was very 
little known to the Dublin people. He was 
present unrecognized at the great political 
meeting at Pheonix park last summer. 
He belonged to a land-owning 
family. Many eople have for 
a long time believed imi to be the real gov- 
ernor of Ireland. The crime is. more inex- 
plicable when one considers the good temper 
of the crowds at the rejoicing over the re- 
lease Of the suspects.’’ Mr. Sexton remarked 
that the new departure of the government 
has not yet shown its effects on the local ad- 
ministration. Resident and special magis- 
trates continue to arrest ladies connected 
with. the efforts to shelter evicted tenants. 
The” representations of the Irish members 
in the house of commons have been fruitless 
so’far as causing the authorities to discourage 
police - brutalities. Mr. Sexton pointed 
out particularly the firing on the people at 
Balling. It is perfectly notorious, he said, 
that if the authorities continue to allow the 
police to exasperate the people, and then 
take advantage of their exasperation to shoot 
them down, it must be futile to expect any 
good gesults from thegpromises of the legisla- 
ture. -

Expreasions of Horrer by the Land League Kepre- 
sentatives. 

Lonpon, May 8.—The following manifesto 
of the land league was adopted Sunday after- 
noon, ata hurriedly summoned meeting at 
Westminster palace hotel:

/THE TRAGEDY DISCUSSED 


BY LORDS, COMMONS AND PEOPLE 
GENERALLY. 


The Announcement Made in Parliamest—Mr. Par- 
nell’s Participation—The HRepressive Measures 
to be Adopted—The Chief Secretaryship 
- of Ireland—The Action of the Pope. 


Lonpon, May 8.—An extraordinary cabinet 
council was convened on yesterday and de- 
cided to adjourn the house of commons to- 
day, after allusions to the murders being made 


by the leaders of both sides. 
A CONSERVATIVE CAUCUS. 

A meeting of the conservatives was held in 
London on Sunday afternoon. Sir Staftord 
Northcote, the marquis of Salisbury, and all 
the prominent membersof the last conserva- 
tive cabinet were present. The meeting 
lasted an hour. Resolutions were passed ex- 
pressing horror at the deed, sympathy with 
the government, and the willingness of the 
opposition to support the government with 
their whole strength in coping with the mur- 
derous state of Ireland. Sir Stafford North. 
cote said he doubted whether the government 
would proclaim martial law, but that if they 
did they might reckon on the support of the 
conservatives. 

IN THE COMMONS, 

Every part of the house of commons was 
crowded at the opening of the session this 
afternoon. Mr. Gladstone, with great emo- 
tion and. in tremulous voice, moved an ad- 
journment of the house. He said the 
blackness of the crime and the horror 
it excited throughout the entire kingdom 
were unparalleled. In the murder of Mr. 
Burke, he said, they had been robbed of one 
of the ablest and most upright members of 
civil service, but the hand of the assassin had 
come nearer home, and one of the noblest of 
hearts ceased beating while full of hope and 
love forlreland. As far as the government 
were concerned, said Mr. Gladstone, all pre- 
vious arrangements must be recast. Mr. 
Gladstone stated that he would, on Thursday, 
ask the house for leave to introduce a measure 
for the repression of crime i1n_ Ireland. 
He said he believed he would be assisted 
from all quarters of the house. On an early 
day he would introduce a measure dealing 
with the question of arrears of rent. 

Sir Stafford Northcote seconded the motion 
of Mr. Gladstone for an adjournment. He 
promised that the opposition would support 
the government in its measures for the depres- 
sion of crime. He considered the occasion 
too sad for more than a passing tribute of re- 
spect to the deceased. 

Mr. Parnell expressed the detesiation of all 
Irishmen for the crime. He said he believed 
that it was committed in order to frustrate 
his cause. He did not deny that the zovern- 
ment might be compelled to take steps to re- 
store order in Ireland. He was of opinion 
that the crime was the work of those 
to whom he had always been opposed. 

Mr. Forster, who has just retired from the 
chief sevretarvyship of Ireland, and Mr. 
James Louther, who held that office under 
the last conservative administration, eulo- 
gized Under Seeretary Burke for hisunweary- 
ing diligence. The house then adjourned un- 
til Thursday.

In the House of Lords Earl Granville 
moved an adjournment until to-morrow. He 
delivered a eulogy on Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, who, .he said, had suffered a 
shocking death, but a_ glorious one, 
for he had fallen in the service of 
his country. Lord Salisbury seconded the 
motion. He remarked that though this was 
not the occasion for political observations, he 
had no doubt the course taken to-night would 
be only a prelude to stern and vigorous ac- 
tion. Earl Gowper expressed his sense of 
irreparable oss which the country had sus- 
tained. The G@ykeof Marlborough fully con- 
curred in thé sentiments expressed by Earl 
Cowper, and referred to the great services of 
Burke.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


A Fatal Accident—The Priseners in Some Danger. 
PitrssurG, Pa., May 8.—The mo destruct- 
ive fire that has occurred in this eity since the 
memorable riots of 1877, took place Sunday. 
About 12:30 p.m. smoke was seen issuing 
from the interior of the massive stone court 
house, and upon investigation it was found 
that the entire building was in flames... A 
general alarm was at once sounded, and in a 
few minutes the fire departments of Pittsburg 
and Allegheny were at work, but the flames 
had gained such headway that the firemen’s 
efforts were almost futile, and by 40’clock all 
that was left was the stone wall. 

INTENSE EXCITEMENT CREATED, 
The fire created intense excitement, and on 
account of the jail being attached to the 
burning building fears were entertained that 
the prisoners would escape. There was no 
occasion for alarm, howeve,r as the jail was 
not in danger, and a close guard was kept 
over the inmates, who were not aware that a 
fire was in progress near them.. As soon as 
the fire was discovered, a number of officials 
and others forced their way into the burnin 
building and succeeded in saving nearly all . 
of the records and law library. 

A FATAL ACCIDENT. 

While endeavoring to save the records in 
the jury room and the commissioner’s office, 
Harry McDermott, grandson of Jury Commis- 
sioner Hagan, was kilied by a falling glass. 
Several firemen narrowly escaped death by 
burning, and a number were more or less in- 
jured by the falling debris, but the accident 
to McDermott is believed to be the only one 
which resulted fatally. The building destroy- 
ed was of stone, and originally cost about 
$200,000, and many thousands haye been ex- 
pended in improvements. The insurance on 
the burned portion is $50,000. 

THREE PRISONERS BURNED TO DEATH. 
BROOKHAVEN, Miss., May 8.—The county 
jail was entirely destroyed by fire Sunday 
night. Three colored prisoners were burned 
to death. The fire originated in the cell in 
which they were confined, and it 1s believed 
that they setit on fire in hope of making 
their escape. 


A FLORIDA FIRE, 
JACKSONVILLE, May 8.—The St. Johns saw 
mill, five miles below this city, was burned 
yesterday. The mill was owned by T. O. Al- 
len and operated b y J. P. Taliaferro, valued 
at $50,000; insurance, $14,250. The fire was 
caused by sparks from the fire pit.

ALBANY, May 6.—Allow me to call 
attention through your columns to a mat- 
ter which may be of some interest to the pub- 
lic. The act of September 28, 1881, requiring 
wild lands to be returned for taxation in the 
counties @vhere located, will undoubtedly 
cause a very general return of all such lands, 
particularly of the large and hitherto poorly 
esteemed tracts of timber and turpentine land 
in southwest Georgia. Its late appreciation 
in value has attracted the cupidity of hordes 
of claimants, which will occasion a general 
return of all these wild lots by every 
claimant holding a shadow of a title where- 
with to back hisclaim. In very many in- 
stances the real owners have already been 
ousted by lapse of time and their own neg- 
lect. In very many cases also the same land 
will be returned and the tax paid by several 
different claimants, whereby the state will, 
or should, derive a large extra revenue from a 
source that has not hitherto eee very pro- 
lific of revenue. It will doubtless require 
some vigilance on the part of the comptroller 
general to see to it that all this large outside 
tax is duly reported and _ accounted 
for by the various tax collectors in 
the fall. As the = state’s demand 
can be satisfied by the payment of the tax on 
each wild lot, it will be seen that a wide door 
is here opened for fraud and peculation. Two 
such lots owned by the writerin a neighbor- 
ing county have already been returned for 
taxation by two different parties, with others 
yet to hear from. This will undoubtedly be 
the case with large numbers of these lots 
everywhere; in fact it was the case to some 
extent under the old system. We do not 
know what provision, if any, is made by the 
law, to secure this extra tax which, of course, 
belongs to the state. A sharp collector, it 
occurs to us, might be able to pocket the re- 
ceipts from all but one of these returns with- 


out much fear of detection.

AND THE PENSIONERS OF STATE 
AT LIBERTY. 


How Phil Andrews and William Wright Surprised 
the Jailer of Washington ZSounty—The Manner 

bs ia Which They Gained Their Freedom— 

The Offenses for Which Held. 


From the Washington, Ga., Gazette. 

As the jailer, who had gone down for the 
purpose of feeding the prisouers, opened the 
jail door on Wednesday morning, he turned 
to the boy with the pans and cups, and with 
a melancholy air, remarked to him that he 
might take the breakfast back and give it to 
some of the servants at home. The front door 


putin the lock the jailer’s suspicions were 
aroused and he was able to swing back the 
door without unlocking it. Inside was like 
some banquet hall deserted, as far as being 
deserted was concerned anyhow. The day 
before the only prisoners in the jail—two ne- 
groes named Phil Andrews and William 


Wright, alias Cofer, charged with hog steal- 
ing—were tried and convicted. They were 
to have been sentenced next day; but with 
an indefinite term in the chain-gang or peni- 
tentiary before them, they put their wits and 
their muscles to work to get out of jail. 
HOW IT ALL CAME ABOUT. 
} There were only two doors between them 
and liberty, as the other three doors were 
either standing wide open or left unlocked. 
There were two door-ways that they had to 
go through, and there were two doors that 
swung in the one leading into their cell, and 
three, including an iron grate, that swung in 
the outer door-way. The inner door of the 
cell was locked, and also the outer door of 
the jail, all the other doors. with the iron 
grate, being unlocked, as the prisoners were 
not gn He ys of being experts at jail break- 
ing. ust here we will remark that the 
inner door of the jail was broken open by 
some prisoners only a few months 
ago, but the iron grate being locked they were 
unable to get out. At the jail breaking on 
Tuesday night the prisoners, it seems, drew 
upasmall piece of iron which some one on 
‘he outside tied toastring. This string was 
made of very narrow stripsof ‘blanket, and to 
the end of this was tied the piece of iron with 
a white cord. There were loop holes at both 
ends of the cord, showing how.well the iron 
was fastened. The bar of iron was about two 
feet long, and about an inch and a quarter 
broad. With this the prisoners broke the 
brads from the _ staples on the first 
door they had to pass, By this 
means they got a stout bar of iron which was 
on that door. The iron grate had always 
swung to the outside, but as it was not locked 
they wrenched it to the inside and it is now 
considerably out of shape. The outside door 
was now reached, and it fastened with only 
one bolt. The small bar was inserted in the 
keyhole and the lock greatly wrenched and 
broken; besides there are numbers of marks 
along the door facing where the large and 
small bars were used. The bolt was broken 
inside of the lock. These jail-breakers under- 
stood the use of a lever well, as their work in- 
dicates. 
WHY THEY WERE HELD. 

William Wright aliasCofer, had served one 

term in the penitentiary for house burning, 
and he had also been in another hog stealing 
in Warren county. The father of one of the 
prisoners was seen not far from town on 
Wednesday morning and his home is some 
distance in the country. There were no 
marks about the jail door to indicate that the 
breaking was done from the outside. 
More doors would have been locked, but for 
the fact that the officer who put the prisoners 
in jail Tuesday evening thought the jailer 
was going back to jail before night.

Each of these points represented 
a new person vaccinated. 

fhe trouble is that the classes most exposed

#re not being vaccinated as rapidly as should 
be. The thousands who are vaccinated are 
the people not usually exposed, while in 
the spots most needed the work proceeds 
slowly. Thus, while the bulk of our people 
are protected and an epidemic is impossible, 
there are unvaccinated nests here and there, 
in which the disease may be nursed for months 
and an open sore kept running in our midst. 
We should put our vaccination where it will 
do the most good. The board of health 
should see to it that the negroes who are most 
exposed should be treated first. The whites 
will take care of themselves.

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 
The readers of Tur ConstTITuTION surely did

In the second place, the new commission is 
asnare andadelusion. It will be made upof 
protectionists with two or three alleged free- 
traders or revenue reformers thrown in. No 
free-trader of force and knowledge will havea 
seat among the nine. Already the ‘pro- 
tectionists have protested against 
the appointment of Mr. David A. 
Wells, and they will doubtless be able to in- 
duce our high-tariff president to conform to 
theirwishes. No good, immediate or remote, 
need be expcted from the commission. The 
whole scheme was devised and put through 
by the monopolists, and beyond serving as a 
means to keep up the agitation over the sub- 
ject, it will come to naught. The agitation 
of the subject will, however, lead to a proper 
settlement af the matter. The schemers in 
and out of congress may delay a revision 
and reduction of duties, but they cannot 
prevent the people from overhauling in 
the long run the bundle of jobs that the war 
and reconstruction period put upon the 
country as a measure of public revenue. The 
three parts of private grabbing will be stricken 
out, leaving one part of legitimate taxation. 
But that will not occur this year, or next 
year unless the people speak in a manner that 
will be plain even to those who do not want 
to hear.

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THE ASSASSINS OF PHOENIX PARK, 


The entire civilized world recoils with hor- 
ror from the assassination of last Saturday 
night in Dublin's chief park. The Irish lead- 
ers, both in Ireland and America denounce 
it, and no one for a moment believes that 
they were in any way cognizant of or con- 
nected with the crime. The truth is, as we 
write, no definite opinion can be formed 
aboutit. As it stands, it is wholly mysteri- 
ous. Lord Frederick Cavendish had just 
been appointed chief secretary for Ireland to 
carry out the government's new policy of 
conciliation. The Irish people were at the 
time in especially good humor over the re- 
lease of the suspects and the change of front 
in the government, They had begun to think 
that their great battle for home rule and an 
opportunity to make a living was half won, 
when to their dismay and horror four men 
dash their hopes to the ground by the killing 
of two unarmed men of authority in the most 
brutal manner. Why the assassins did not 
kill Mr, Forster, itis difficult to understand. 
He was an earnest advocate of the policy of 
coercion; it was he who threw. the 
leaders of the Irish people into 
prison; he often visited Ireland, remain- 
ing at pleasure in Dublin, and yet no‘attempt 


was made to kill him. His successor had 


hardly assumed the duties of the chief secre- 


vervship when he was most foully murdered. 
The under secretary, Mr. Burke, is not known 
to have been speciaily obnexious to the peo- 
ple, although he has long been connected with 
the government of Ireland. It was undoubt- 
edly the work of political cranks, and the 
Irish people are as innocent of itas the peo- 
ple of Scotland. There is no accounting for 
cranks, especially in politics. They however 
invariably strike just atatime and in just 
such a manner as to do the side they claim to 
belong to the most harm. The killings 
in Pheenix park are no exception to this rules 
for they have not only cast odium upon the 
Irish people, but they have brought embar- 
rassment to Mr. Gladstone, whois undoubt- 
edly the best friend that Ireland possesses to- 
day. He has hada hard task in controlling 
his own supporters among the landed aris- 
tocracy, and just when he had brought aftairs 
to a point where he thought he could safely 
offer the distressed people broader and bet- 
ter relief, he is confronted by a 
crime that must shake his support if 
not his purpose. Fortunately, however, he 
isa man of strong purpose and undoubted 
courage, and he may be able to pursue his 
plans without deviation or material change. 
The best hope lies now-in the detection and 
arrest of the assassins. The whole truth will 
then be made plain, and the feeling of horror 
that now exists may be changed into a deter- 
mination to de justice to the Irish people re- 
gardless of the acts of a few assassins and law- 
breakers.

Besides the constantly growing interest and 
surprise which the history will awaken in his mind 
he will end its perusal, as we have, with profound 
admiration for the author’s dramatic skill in its 
construction: for his wonderful memory and pow- 
er of graphic delineation, which bring us at once 
into perronal knowledge of the thousand and 
one characters in his work; for _ the 
earnest intent towards justice which so 
plainly characterizes the author’s design and 
achievement. This work will have a large popular- 
ity in the south, but the north needs it most. It 
should be read by every one who dedires to acquaint 
himself with the inner workings of our form of 
government under conditions, most of which are 
unusal and extraordinary, and many of which are 
abnormal and eccentric beyond anything hitherto 
shown in connection with republicanism anywhere.

Thonrpson, who owns 150 feet 
front, says:* ‘Let us have the best.’”’ Mr..J. 
G. Reynolds, who has over 500 feet front, 
says: ‘‘I’m in for the best, and will cheerfully 
stand my part of the cost.” As Mr. Reynolds 
owns more feet than any man on the street. 
this isimportant. Mr. Frank E. Block says: 
“Tam willing to stand my part.”’ Mr. John T. 
4jrant, who has nearly 300 feet, is for the best 
street that can be iaid. If the property- 
holders agree on it, the commission 
ers will start the work at once, and 
the street can be paved within sixty days. 

Jt is proper to say just here that the com- 
missioners will not stand one-third of the cost 
of asphalt. They say they are willing to pay 
one-third of what macadamizing would cost, 
but do not feel justified in paying more. 
This increases its cost to each property-holder. 
We hope to see Peachtree lead in this matter, 
and let at least a section ®f a hundred yards 
of the asphalt be laid.

BARTON IN STRIPES. 


The Young Attorney Leaves for the Camps of (\¢ 
Marietta and Nerth Georgia Railroad. 

The passenger train on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad which left the city yesterday 
at 2:15 p.m. numbered among its paSsengers 
the young attorney C. J. Barton, who is under 
sentence of four years in the penitentiary fur 
perjury. Barton, it will be remembered. co!- 
lec‘ed some money orders here while acting 
as attorney for an Atlanta business firm, and 
after considerable delay was called upon by 
the superior court to show why the moncy 
had not been duly paid to the parties for 
whom it was intended. Barton swore that he 
had never collected the money. He was ar- 
rested on a charge of perjury, and the evi- 
dence went overwhelmingly against him. He 
was convicted and sentenced to four years. 
Pending an_ effort to secure a new 
trial, he left the city, and 
several months has been keeping 
at asafe distance from Atlanta. Last week 
he was caught and brought back to Atlanta, 
and yesterday he was taken to the camps of 
the Mariettaand North Georgia railroad to 
begin his term of service. He was under tlie 
charge of Mr. J. B. Blackwell and Mr. T. W. 
Glover, and with him were two negroes, Jim 
Young and Willis McAfee, the former under 
sentence of two years for burglary and the 
latter under sentence of five years for larceny. 
They were all chained. The chain was placed 
around the neck. of McAfee, who isan oid 
offender. Barton sat next to the window and 
kept an eager eye on the crowd which moved 
about the train on the outside. He had sent 
a note forhis wife to come down and tell him 
good-bye, and he was impatiently awaiting 
her coming. His movements were quick and 
he appeared exceedingly nervous. A ConstI- 
TUTION reporter asked him if he had anything 
to say to the public. He replied angrily: 

“IT have only to say that the statement 
made in yesterday’s Constrrutton by W. A. 
Fuller is a falsehood from beginning to end. 
Fuller put me in irons, hand and foot, at 
Louisville, and brought me back here without 
giving me a thing excepta cup of coffee and 
two glasses of water. He robbed me of all the 
money I had, and then refused to give it 
back to me when he reached Atlanta, 
although he admitted that he had taken it. 
That is all I have to say.”’ 

“Will your wife remain in Atlanta?” asked 
the reporter. 

“She will remain with my relatives and 
under their protection. I have nothing fur- 
ther to say, sir.”’ 

With that Barton again turned to the win- 
dow and ran his eye from face to face and 
form to form, nervously trying to search out 
his wife. Finally he said: 

‘*There she is; ask her to come here.”’ 

One of the guards brought the 
lady up to the window. She was 
a pale little woman, with asad,sweet face and 
a gentle, timid demeanor. Her lip trembled as 
she reached her hand up to the:car window 
and took the hand of her husband. She did 
not ery, but could barely speak above a whis- 
per as she asked: 

‘Where will they take you?’ 

“To the Marietta & North Georgia Rail- 
road,’’ Barton replied. 

“Can I hear from you?’

jarton ran his hand into his vest pocket 
and took out two pieces of silver and handed 
them to her, trying at the same time to pre- 
vent the lookers-on from seeing what he was 
doing. She protested and the urged her to 
take the money. The reporter could not see 
whether or not she took it. He thought, also, 
that he had heard all that his duty required 
him to hear of the conversation of the unfor- 
tunate man and wife, and accordingly moved 
away. The train prepared to start and Bar- 
ton and his wife said an affectionate good-bye. 
The little woman turned away and walked 
rapidly through the crowd. Barton called to 
the reporter and said: 

“You may add to what [ have said that 
the statement that I have vowed vengeance 
against my persecutors is false.’’ 

The bell tapped, the train moved away, and 
to-day Barton begins his four years of service. 
FROM HIS ATTORNEYS. 

E,pirors Constitution: In the report of an 
interview in Sunday’s ConsTITUTION with Cap- 
tain W. A. Fuller, my name is brought before 
the public as one of Barton’s attorneys. 

was one of Barton’s attorneys. As I 
would have done for any other person calling 
on me for professional assistance, I did all I 
could formy client; tried to acquit him be- 
cause Barton always asserted to me his inno- 
cence. I did all I could for Barton and have 
never received a cent as compensation, but 
am out ten dollars, which I lent Barton to aid 
him in buying a &cket to Tyler, Texas. 

In said interview Captain Fuller isstated to 
nave said: ‘‘I am sure that when he(Barton) 
started from Texas he intended to come back, 
but when he saw that all the money at his 
command was used up in attorneys’ fees, and 
his bond still unpaid, he decided to go else- 
where.”’ 

This statement, so far as it asserts that any 
money had beer used by me, asone of his 
attorneys, is not correct. I never had or used 
acent of it, amd Captain Fuller had been 
fully informed ef all this by me long before 
he made that statement. Captain Fuller must 
know that J. H. M. Barton, of Texas, and ©. 
C. J. Barton had abandoned the idea of pay- 
ing off the bond before ever C. J. Barton left 
Tyler, Texas, with the avowed purpose of re- 
turning to Atlamta. It would have been ab- 
surd to pay the bond and at the same time 
surrender himself into the custody of the 
law. Barton's return here would have put 
him into the hamds of the sheriff, and that 
would have discharged the bond. Yet, Cap- 
tain Fuller, it seems, would have it. that Bar- 
ton was caused not to return to Atlanta be- 
cause he could not pay the bond. If the bond 
had been paid and arion had returned, he 
would still have been liable to the same pun- 
ishment as if the bond had not been paid. 

In said interview, itis said that Barton’s 
‘counsel insisted that $250 should be paid to 
Colonel Spencer amd $100 to Colonel Broyles.” 
Again, “his counsel here had placed his bond 
asa matter of seeondarv consideration, and 
demanded a fee of $250 for one and $100 for 
the other, and his uncle, J. H. M. Barton, 
refused to pay both.’ As to the fees in the 
above statement, I never understood Colonel 
Spencer either to demand or insist upon the 

ayment of a fee, but I did not see the letter 

e wrote; Ido not know what wasinit. But 
as for myself, I did not insist on or demand 
any fee, but very respectfully requested it, 
and inno way didI require it paid at all. 
much less in preference to the bond.

| of Barton’s cvunsel and his wife I went upon 


the bond for five hundred dollars.’’ This is 
not all of it. Captain Fuller had had business 
transactions with Barton, had him employed 
as attorney at law to transact his business. 
But before he would go on his bond, in addi- 
tien to the moving influences so strongly put 
by him in the interview, Baton’s counsel en- 
tered into writing to Fuller each to pay one- 
fourth of the $500 bond in ease Fuller should 
have it to pay. This was, perhaps, one of the 
‘irrestatible importunities’’ whieh influenced 
Captaim Fuller to go on the bond. This, too, 
itis a rent that I was interested to the 
amount of $125 to have the bond paid, and yet 
I am charged with defeating the pay- 
ment of the bomd in order to —_ gett 
$100 fee. Tie truth is i was 
sorry for Barton and would have willingly 
paid the $125—the fourth of the bond to 
save him from the penitentiary.
